Horse's meat differs from beef in be- 


ing slightly coarser in grain and having 
a slightly. richer flavor. Its. cinolity 
natnrrJJy depends on the age ;qf the 
beast. Aa a rule, even though it may be 
tougher, the meat is far safer to; eat 
than beef. 
While th'e herd's of ioat-tle 


each year are producing among; them- 
selves more tuberculous infection,.:bprses 
have littJ.e chance to communicate tu- 
berculosis or any other disease to one 
another, because they are seldom kept 
closely together. Tho diet of horses fits 
them for food purposes even more than 
cows, and infinitely more than swine or 
poultry.

The business of slaughtering horses 


for their meat is undoubtedly on tho in- 
crease in the United States because, a 
large market has opened in Europe for 
horse meat, especially when ifc'-is canned.

America as canned meat, and nbt' im- 
probably forms a-staplo item of diet, in 
all public or private institutions where 
feeding by contract is carried OD. .Thai 
this industry will rapidly .increase is 
certain from the. face that horses aro be- 
coming cheaper and more aberrant.

INTERNATIONAL MONETARY CON. 


During the holiday recess of the 


present Congress Senator Woleott of 
Colorado, who is not in accord with 
the peop'.e of his State, made a pilgrim- 
age to Canton to confer with the Presi- 


. dent-elect on the financial question. 


The result of the conference was the 
appointment of a committee by. the 
Bepablican Senatorial caucus to draft 
a resolntion authorizing the President 
to invite European nations to an inter- 
national monetary conference and to 
appoint delegates from 
the United 


States to that conference. When the 
bill came before the Senate, Cannon of: 
Utah, who is ah advocate of free coin- 
age, offered the following substitute: 
"Within ninety days after March 4, 
1897. the Presidentof the United States 
shall invite the leading commercial 
nations of the world to appoint repre- 


• sentstives to an international mone- 


tary conference to convene on or be- 
fore October 1.1897, at such place in 
the city of Washington as the Presi- 
dent may designate, and, also, within 
said ninety days after March 4,1897, 
tbeJPresident shall .appoint five cpm- 
•missioners to represent the United 
States at sach conference, the dnty of 
whieh United States Commissioners 
shall be to urge the adoption by said 
conference of a plan for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver and gold 
at some ratio ranging between 15 to 16 
to 1, between the nations represented 
in such conference." 


That substitute is clear and to tha 


point. 
It states what the United 


States wants and makes it the duty of 
the commissioners to urge the adop- 
tion of free coinage by the conference. 
The Woleott bill on the other hand is 
simply a sop from the gold men to the 
Republicans who pretend to be for free 
coinage while supporting a party that 
is opposed to it. The Senate will prob- 
ably adopt the substitute, but it is not 
probable that the House will do so as 
it would place the ^Republican party in 
an awkward position, though that party 
pretends to favor free coinage if Euro- 
pean nations will agree to it.

A:! INDIAN TRAINING SCHOOL 


Tnrpie Ends His Three-Day Speech 


Against the Nicaragua 


Canal BUJ; 
: 


THE FAMISfi IN1SDIA. 


If the reports from Bombay are not 


exaggerated, the famine which is af- 
flicting the people of that region will 
go on record as the most lerrible in 
history. Time and again the British 
Government has 6een compelled to or- 
ganize famine relief expeditions, at 
enormous cost, and to call upon indi- 
vidual charity for help. Bengal has 
suffered terribly from this scourge, 
and it is estimated that in .1865 fully 
1,009,000 perished from it in that pro- 
vince. A still heavier calamity befell 
Rajpuotana three years later, when 
1,500,000 people are supposed to have 
died from starvation. Another famine 
in Bengal in 1874 was the cause of in- 
tense suffering. The present famine is 
the most terrible that has visited India 
since 1877, when 500,000 persons suc- 
cumbed from lack of food. 


For the inhabitants of a broad and 


-.fertile country, it is difficult to im- 


agine the condition prevailing in this 
afflicted region. The population of 
India is nearly four times that of the 
United States, and in the cities it is 
densely packed. Transportation facil- 
ities arc limited throughout .India, arid 
while the. Empire as a whule annually 
produces sufficient food for its aggre- 
gate population, there is no adequate 
means of conveying it from the prov- 
inces which have an abundance to the j 
provinces which are starring. The 
consequence is. 'that when because of 
a protracted drought or of excessive 
tains or the plague of insects or vermin, 
the crops in a single locality fail, the 
inhabitants find their OWH supply cut 
off, with but small resources for get- 
ting food from elsewhera, 


The horror of the suffering in India 


must be something appalling. It is 
hard for an American to conceive of a 
whole city crowded with pelople in the 
agonies of starvation and witih no pros- 
pect of food for days to come. \ 


WASHINGTON, January 21.—Tho House 


to-day resumed the consideration of 
the Yost-Tucker contested election case 
from!;the Tenth Virginia district. Ac- 
cording to the understanding reached: 
yesterday,-a vote was to.be taken at 
4:30 lhis;afternoon. . 


Dearinond of Missouri, a member of 


the Elections Committee, took the floor 
in support of the majority report, 
which favored the oontesteo, Tucker. 
He argued that the House should be 
governed, by the. Virginia^ law, which,, 
for the .purpose .of tlie"case,' was'ithe 
Federal law. He admitted that, the 
House could disregard the Virginia 
law in order to determine the inten- 
tions of the voters, but to do so would 
be to establish a dangerous and far- 
reaching precedent. 


Grow of Pennsylvania argued that' 


the House should hold the law of the 
State from which the case came. The 
will of the voters was supreme, and it 
was the highest duty of the House to 
decide what their will was. 
:' 


Thomas of Michigan, a member of 


the election committee who joined with 
Walker in the minority report in favor 
of seating Yost, advocated the adoption 
of that report. From what lie had 
heard of elections in Virginia he 
doubted whether in many years any 
Democrat had been honestly elected. ' 


Walker of Massachusetts, in support 


of the contention of Tucker, submitted 


ashore yesterday morning near Qacgae, 
thirty-five miles east of Fii-o island. 


The Toronto electric light plant was 


destroyed by fire at an early hoar yes- 
terday morning, and the city was with- 
out light last night. The estimated 
loss is $150.000, fully covered by insur- 
ance.
